Y Prepares  Homecoming  Welcome;  Crucial  Game  Tops  Program 


Extending  traditional  friendly  welcome  to  vis- 
it alumni  and  friends,  B.  Y.  U.  today  completes 
preparations  for  its  annual  Homecoming  celebra- 
tion. 

For  the  first  time,  the  Y plays  host  to  Colora- 
do university,  and  a crowd  of  more  than  10,000  is 
expected  to  witness  the  football  game  which  will 
be  a highlight  of  the  season  for  the  Mountain 
States  conference. 

To  make  the  “Cougars  get  Boulder,”  pep  ral- 
lies, a parade,  and  dances  have  been  planned.  The 
bonfire  pep  rally  on  the  upper  campus  tonight  will 
start  events  of  the  celebration,  with  the  activities 
being  broadcast  over  station  K O V O. 

After  the  hilltop  rally  the  student  body  will 
march  in  a torch  light  parade  to  the  Women’s  gym- 
nasium where  the  program  will  climax  in  songs  and 
cheers. 

Among  the  interesting  features  of  the  rally 
dance  tonight  at  8:45  in  the  Women’s  gymnasium 
is  the  score  guessing  contest.  Blanks  will  be  given 
to  all  those  at  the  dance  for  guessing  the  score  of 
tomorrow’s  football  game,  announce  Merlin  Slack 
and  Wilson  Hales,  co-chairman  of  the  dance.  The 
winner  will  be  announced  at  the  Homecoming 


dance  tomorrow  evening  and  will  receive  the 
“Lewis  Lid.” 

Ten  thirty  tomorrow  morning  marks  the  time 
for  the  big  Homecoming  parade  down  University 
avenue  and  Center  street  between  4th  West  and 
1st  East.  In  addition  to  the  university  participa- 
tion there  will  be  the  Provo  high  school  and  the 
pep  club  and  a float  from  B.  Y.  high  school. 

Immediately  following  the  parade  the  tug  o’- 
war  will  take  place  at  Center  street  and  1st  East 
where  20  seniors  and  30  freshmen  will  pull  against 
25  sophomores  and  25  juniors,  the  prizes  to  be 
peanuts  for  the  winning  team  and  suckers  for  the 
losers. 

A flag  raising  ceremony  will  start  events  at 
the  stadium  at  2 :00  p.  m.  Between  halves  at  the 
game  the  university  band  and  the  White  Keys 
will  maneuver  on  the  gridiron.  The  cross  country 
race  will  take  place  and  special  stunts  will  be  of- 
fered by  members  of  the  tumbling  class. 

The  winners  of  the  prizes  for  the  best  floats  in 
the  parade  will  also  be  announced  between  halves 
of  the  game.  To  the  sponsors  of  the  most  artistic 
float  will  go  a prize  of  $5.00  from  the  Provo  cham- 


ber of  commerce  plus  $3.00  from  the  school.  Provo 
junior  chamber  of  commerce  will  award  $5.00  for 
the  best  humorous  float,  which  float  will  also  re- 
ceive $3.00  from  the  school.  There  will  be  a second 
and  third  prize  in^each  division  of  $3.00  and  $1.50 
respectively. 

As  a feature  of  Homecoming  the  Alumni  as- 
sociation will  give  a Y Lettermen’s  luncheon  to- 
morrow noon  at  Keeiey’s  where  all  who  have  won 
letters  in  athletics  are  invited.  Coaches  Eddie 
Kimball  and  “Bunny”  Oaks  will  be  speakers  at  the 
luncheon. 

Room  D will  be  open  all  day  as  a lounge  and 
meeting  place  for  visitors,  and  at  5 :00  p.  m.  an 
alumni  reception  will  be  held  in  Knight  hall. 

Culminating  the  festivities  will  be  the  Home- 
coming dance  tomorrow  evening  in  the  Women’s 
gymnasium  where  the  Homecoming  Queen  will 
be  the  guest  of  honor.  Intermission  will  feature 
the  song  “Sons  of  Brigham,”  words  by  Garth  Seeg- 
millex,  lyric  by  Professor  William  Hanson,  sung  by 
a faculty  quartet  composed  of  Ariel  Ballif,  Ralph 
Britsch,  Wilford  Lee,  and  Elmo  Coffman. 

In  a game  that  will  eliminate  one  team  or  the 
other  from  championship  possibilities  in  the  Big

If  the  Cougars  trounce  Colorado  it  will  be  the 
first  time  in  history  of  competition  between  the 
two  schools.  Not  only  have  the  Cougars  never 
beaten  the  Buffs,  but  they  have  never  played  Col- 
orado in  the  “Y”  stadium. 

Colorado  will  be  favored  over  B.  Y.  U.  because 
of  the  tremendous  power  and  speed  that  it  packs. 
After  a poor  start,  the  Buffs  began  clicking  and 
amazed  experts  with  their  showing  against  Utah. 

Cougar  fans  will  be  counting  on  the  fighting 
spirit  of  the  Young  U team  to  carry  it  to  victory. 
In  nearly  every  game,  B.Y.U.  has  come  from  be- 
hind to  win  because  of  sensational  comebacks,  and 
local  fans  are  hoping  that  the  Cougars  can  do  it 
again  tomorrow.

cliff,  the  school  lost  part  of  its 
democratic  atmosphere  and  clas- 
ses befcame  cliques.  Then  the  idea 
was  conceived  to  make  an  out- 
line “Y”  instead  of  the  various 
class  letters,  to  unify  student 
loyalty. 

In  1906  every  able-bodied  man 
on  the  campus,  including  Presi- 
dent Brimhall,  Dr.  Widtsoe,  and 
Professor  John  Swenson  (who 
still  teaches  at  the  Y)  was  draft- 
ed into  a bucket  brigade  which 
formed  itself  from  the  base  to  a 
point  half-way  up  the  mountain. 

In  1921  the  “Y”  was  blocked. 

A cement-like  base  was  spread 
over  the  old  outline  and  cover- 
ed with  whitewash.  The  faculty 
cleared  the  path  and  the  letter; 
freshman  hauled  the  water  from 
the  spring;  sophomores  carried 
up  the  whitewash  and  mixed  it  in 
hand-made  wooden  troughs; 
juniors  and  seniors  poured  it  on 
to  the  music  of  the  band  boys 
who  kept  school  spirits  soaring 
all  day.  Late  that  afternoon  the 
five  hundred  men  were  served  at 
a banquet  prepared  by  loyal  co- 
eds of  the  institution  in  compen- 
sation for  their  efforts. 

Every  year  in  the  fall,  altruis- 
tic freshman  make  their  way  up  I 
the  mountain  and  give  the  “Y”.  I 
which  stand  sentinel  to  school  ■ 
traditions,  its  annual  brush-clean- 
ing job.  In  the  spring  the  school 
males  turn  out  as  a group  and 
thoroughly  clean  and  re-white- 
wash the  letter.  The  coeds  mean- 
while fix  a lunch,  and  thus  the 
best  traditions  of  original  “Y” 
day  are  being  preserved.

‘Democracy  Lives’ 
Says  Ex- Governor 
In  Chapel  Lecture 

Democracy  is  not  dead  — more 
than  half  the  population  and  area 
of  the  world  is  self-governing  in 
practice,  thus  stated  ex-Governor 
Charles  R.  Mabey  in  a stirring 
address  before  the  "Y”  student 
body  Wednesday  morning.  He 
proceeded  to  warn  the  students 
to  be  cagey  in  following  new 
doctrines  and  new  leaders.  To  il- 
lustrate Mr.  Mabey  told  the  fol- 
lowing story:  • 

At  a certain  camp  in  France 
during  the  World  War,  a soldier 
was  given  leave  of  absence  for 
a day.  He  proceeded,  as  soldiers 
sometimes  do,  to  get  drunk. 
Somehow  he  lost  his  way  back  to 
camp  and  after  wandering  about 
for  awhile,  chanced  into  a ceme- 
tery. Thinking  that  this  was  as 
good  a place  to  sleep  as  any,  he 
struggled  from  his  outer  vest- 
ments, hung  them  on  a head- 
stone, and  lay  down  on  a grave. 
Next  morning  he  awoke,  put  on 
his  blouse  and  hat,  and  glanced 
at  the  inscription  on  the  head- 
stone : 

Oh  stranger  pause  as  you  pass 
by, 

As  you  are  now  so  once  was  I, 

As  I am  mow  you  soon  will  he, 

Prepare  for  death  and  follow 
me. 

The  bemused  brain  of  the 
doughboy  struggled  with  this  epi- 
taph. Then  he  solemnly  drew  a 
red  pencil  from  his  pocket  and 
kneeling  down  in  front  of  the 
slab  wrote: 

Where’er  you  are  I wish  you 
well, 

If  up  in  heaven  or  down  in 
hell. 

To  follow  you  I’ll  not  consent, 

Until  I know  which  way  you 
went.

The  Y Bookshelf 

“THE  WEB  AND  THE  ROCK” 

"Could  I hurl  the  sum  of  liv- 
ing upon  three  hundred  pages, 
then  death  could  take  my  life  for 
I had  lived  ere  he  took  it;  I had 
slain  hunger,  beaten  death.” 

With  this  frenzied  insatiable 
hunger  for  life,  Thomas  Wolfe  re- 
lates the  story  of  George  Web- 
ber — the  adolescent  torn  be- 
tween the  world  of  the  past,  and 
the  world  of  reality.  From  a par- 
ochial North  Carolina  village, 
George  fled  to  the  great  exotic 
city  and  escaped  the  life  of  Old 
Catawba,  of  Aunt  Maw,  and 
Nebraska  Crane.  On  the  quest  for 
life  and  love,  he  fled.  Did  he  ful- 
fil this  pilgrimage,  or  did  he,  as 
Thomas  Wolfe  himself,  grope 
blindly  for  the  elusive  and  im- 
palpable? 

The  book  itself  eludes  classifi- 
cation. Its  diversity  of  ideas,  its 
multifarious  implications,  its  ob- 
session with  time  and  time-less- 
ness,  make  it  scopeless  and  of- 
ten vague.  It  reveals  the  plasticity 
of  Wolfe’s  mind,  the  quality  of 
his  efforts. 

Sometimes  his  characters  are 
genuinely  human  — Dick  Pros- 
ser, Esther  Jack,  Jim  Randolph, 
Nebraska  Crane;  often  -they  are 
mere  caricatures  moving  fantas- 
tically across  the  pages.  Some- 
times he  probes  beneath  the  sup- 
erficial shell  of  familiarity  and 
penentrates  to  the  very  core  of 
life,  revealing  deep  exoteric 
meanings.  Sometimes  he  is  in- 
extricably entangled  in  the  coils 
of  his  own  age  — a microcosm 
crying  out  against  all  the  incon- 
gruities of  existence.  And  then 
the  lucidity  of  the  book  is  blur- 
red by  the  almost  incoherent  ram- 
bling of  a mind  harassed  with  so- 
cial, political,  and  moral  con- 
traditions.  Frequently  the  prose 
bursts  the  bonds  of  prose  and 
soars  into  poetry,  surging,  mag- 
nificent. 

Though  ostensibly  the  work  of 
genius,  this  novel  is  not  infallible. 
It  defies  convention,  orthodoxy, 
and  is  filled  with  literary  flaws. 
However,  its  torrential  emotional 
power,  its  very  truculence  and 
fervor  make  it  live. 

“The  Web  and  the  Rock”,  and 
its  two  predecessors,  “Look 
Homeward  Angel”,  and  “Of 
Time  and  the  River”,  mark  Wolfe 
as  a literay  colossus  of  his  gen- 
eration.

Both  Teams  Pin  Title  Hopes 
On  Crucial  Game; 

BYU  To  Be  At  Full  Strength 


Their  hearts  set  on  clawing  down  the  Buffalo  stampede  as  it 
drives  towards  the  Big  Seven  football  title,  Brigham  Young  univer- 
sity’s fighting  Cougars  battle  Colorado  university  tomorrow  at  the 
“Y”  stadium  in  the  feature  of  Homecoming  day.  Game  time  has 
been  set  for  2 p.  m. 

Although  the  final  standings  < 
in  the  Big  Seven  race  can  not 
be  determined  until  after  No- 
vember 30,  the  game  tomorrow 
is  the  most  crucial  encounter  left 
on  the  schedules  of  the  two 
schools.  The  winner  will  be  fav- 
ored to  capture  the  conference 
title. 

Four  Teams  in  Title  Race. 

Either  one  of  four  teams — 

Denver,  Utah,  B.  Y.  U.,  or  Colo- 
rado — still  have  excellent  chanc- 
es of  winning  the  crown.  Colo- 
rado is  at  the  top  of  the  league 
at  present  with  Denver,  B.  Y.  U. 
and  Utah  are  tied  for  third.  If 
Colorado  wins  it  will  remain  in 
the  lead  — • for  at  least  another 
week  — while  if  B.  Y.  U.  wins 
the  Cougars  will  move  into  the 
top  spot  with  Denver  and  Utah 
in  the  hectic  championship  scram- 
ble.

In  the  same  manner  as  last 
year,  B.  Y.  U.  advanced  into 
Utah  State  territory  only  to  have 
two  passes  called  incomplete  be- 
cause of  out-of-bounds  ruling 
and  several  passes  dropped  or  in- 
tercepted. 

Kicking  Duel 

B.Y.U.  started  cautiously  and 
engaged  in  a punting  duel  with 
their  rivals  that  saw  neither-  team 
gain  consistently  until  John 
Weenig  recovered  a fumble  on 
the  Aggie  25  late  in  the  second 
quarter.  An  intercepted  pass  stop- 
ped the  threat  as  the  half  ended. 

Cougars  penetrated  Aggie  ter- 
ritory in  the  third  quarter  until 
the  Utah  State  passing  attack  be- 
gan to  click  and  the  Farmers 
marched  down  to  begin  hammer- 
ing at  the  Cougar  goal  lines  in  a 
prolonged  threat  that  lasted  un- 
til the  game  ended.

Dean  Gardner  turned  in  an  ex- 
cellent game  at  fullback,  bearing 
the  brunt  of  line-plunging  as  well 
as  doing  a great  job  of  kicking 
for  B.  Y.  U.

Ro- 
land Jensen  and  Art  Gilbert  also 
turned  in  fine  performances.  Dee
